Alan Lupo and Michael Rezendes 
here are old men sleeping under the 


overpass near Kenmore Square because 

the night cold. Dirty snow and frozen 
litter line the gutters streets that have seen 
more elegant days, and few people are out 
walking the chilly air. But the city awake 
here. ambulance, its siren screaming, rushes 
down Commonwealth Avenue, and around the 
corner, Charlesgate East, the keening 
electric guitar can heard through the 
windows first-floor room. 

This imposing building home for few 
dozen tenants who not attend any the 
city’s colleges universities, but life 
Charlesgate defined about 200 students 
number schools the Back Bay. 
been moving since last summer. 

locked glass doors leading into the 
building are plastered with hand-drawn signs 
warning intruders stay away: THIS 
VISITORS MUST CHECK DESK. There 
telephone the foyer, that guests can call 
residents the building come down and let 
them in. uniformed guard sits small table 
only few feet from the doors. The students 
are safe. 

But life inside this rambling structure tells 
little the building’s past. The music coming 
out the rooms offers not the slightest hint 
its elegance the turn the century, when the 
Charlesgate was one Boston’s most fashion- 
able hotels. The newly carpeted hallways and 
renovations say little the late 1960s, when

the building was Boston University dormi- 
tory. Security the Charlesgate and the on- 
going improvements reveal nothing the 
byzantine real-estate deals and haphazard 
management recent years, which 
formed the building into lodging house 
peopled international cast drifters. 

The story Charlesgate East the story 
city’s ups and downs. the tale city 
bureaucracy unable respond changes 
the streets, understand them even know 
they are taking place. the story the rise 
and fall and attempted resurrection 
magnificent work architecture build- 
ing whose life metaphor for the city’s. 

The Charlesgate was the creation proud 
and growing city. the late 1800s, Boston had 
gathered together builders, planners, develop- 
ers, promoters, architects, gardeners, and 
sculptors, and for money and for art, they were 
stretching outward the city’s ancient perim- 
eters. 

the newly filled land covering the once- 
fetid marshes the Back Bay, they were creat- 
ing new Boston brick and granite apart- 
ment buildings, ornate mini-palaces that were 
derided first the town’s old money and 
then lusted after those who would climb into 
the Social Register. 

The Brahmin caretakers the city’s lega 
decided that they would leave brackish 
waters ugly buildings their heirs. They

year-old black man, was 

shot and killed two un- 
dercover police officers the 
Mission Hill housing project six 
years ago last Sunday. know. 
was there. 

That much the story has 
never been dispute. Nor has 
there been much controversy 
about the basic circumstances 
that led the shooting, 
about the basic details Bow- 
den’s life before the dreary, 
rain-drenched, 
tragic night January 25, 1975. 
There had been armed rob- 
bery Cambridge grocery 
store that afternoon. The ban- 
dits, both black, driven 
away that was strikingly 
similar Bowden’s steel-blue 
Buick. And shortly after 6:30 
that evening, when Bowden 
entered his car, parked dark 
and narrow Smith Street the 
Mission Hiil project, Officers 
Dennis McKenna and Edward 
Holland who had had the 
Buick under surveillance ap- 
proached and opened fire. Bow- 
den was dead arrival City 
Hospital, with bullet from 
McKenna’s gun his side and 
bullets from Holland’s gun 
his back and head. 

That much, again, beyond 
dispute. But only that much. 
subsequent attempts deter- 
mine whether this tragedy was 
avoidable whether the shoot- 
ing was justified conclusions 
have been reached that could

Continued from page 
widow $250.000 damages. 

Because was sitting the back seat 
McKenna and Holland’s unmarked 
cruiser the night the shooting, 
have more than passing interest these 
events. heard the gunfire; saw 
bloody and lifeless body being 
carried ambulance: have told 
version these events Homicide, 
Internal Affairs, and both juries. 
don’t know precisely what did happen 
that night, but know that the police 
version the event can’t possibly 
true. 

And the police inquiry? best 
ignored, discounted, the facts have 
testified to. worst, amounted 
shameless cover-up, designed make the 
cops appear innocent, make Bowden 
appear guilty, and look further. 

There was, course, more than 
enough reason look whole lot fur- 
ther. Along with Ken Kobre, the 
photo editor the time, had 
spent the afternoon and evening Jan- 
uary riding with two teams officers 
assigned the anti-crime unit the 
Tactical Patrol Force (TPF), with the 
intention doing feature story about 
its operations (see Phoenix, February 
1975). Thus was that found our- 
selves cruising the streets and around 
the Mission Hill project with McKenna 
and Holland when they spotted 
car and out. heard Holland 
radio back headquarters description 
the car and its license number. heard 
the news come back from head- 
quarters that yes, did fit the descrip- 
tion the Cambridge getaway car, and 
that one the robbers had been carry- 
ing handgun and the other sawed-off 
shotgun. heard Holland request back- 
police armed with shotguns, and 
have especially distinct memory 
fears growing rapidly into sheer terror 
the sky grew darker, the rain fell harder, 
McKenna advised Kobre and hit 
the floor any shooting started, and 
Holland remarked, got fuck- 
ing shotgun, they could blow all four 
away with one 

Then came this rapid sequence. 
dark-green Thunderbird turned the 
corner and stopped beside the Buick. 
man got out the T-bird, got into the 
Buick, started the engine, and turned 
the lights. With McKenna the wheel, 
our cruiser began slow pursuit. 
Suddenly the Buick started back 
our direction, McKenna slammed the 
brake, and Holland jumped out with 
their guns drawn, and Kobre and hit the 
floor. more than five seconds later, 
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heard rapid-fire succession maybe 
seven eight gunshots. And the time 
this furious and frightening gunfire was 
over and dared look up, the Buick had 
sped 100 feet down Smith Street, 
veered off the left, and struck utility 
pole. ambulance arrived minutes, 
but James Bowden, slumped over the 
steering wheel, was already dead. 

McKenna told the time, said, 
‘Fuck him.’ Then gestured with his 
hands, indicating that had opened fire. 
One teen-aged black kid the street, 
who claimed have seen the whole 
thing, described the shooting this way: 
cops just drove up, jumped out, and 
started shooting the guy drove 
Oh, and was only after half-dozen 
cops eagerly but fruitlessly searched the 
Buick for purported handgun 
and solid hour had passed that 
.32-caliber semiautomatic was found ly- 
ing the street back where the Buick 
had been parked. 

That, basically, story, and 
repeated more less officially 
least six times. told Homicide 
investigator the very next day, and 
Sergeant John Geagan Internal Affairs 
(while Sergeants Harry Byrne and 
McHale, both members the TPF, 
listened) couple days later.

Get out 
your Then, said, Bowden 
toward me, striking the left 
leg and spinning And then, 
lay sprawled the ground, 
claimed, saw second man standing 
beside the Thunderbird and firing 
elongated (presumably shot- 
gun) him. this point, said, 
struggled his feet, was knocked down 
again Buick, saw Bowden 
firing him with handgun, and opened 
fire return. 

McKenna’s testimony, though, was 


strikingly different. said never saw 


the Thunderbird again after jumped 
out the police cruiser, and never saw 
man firing shotgun Holland, even 
though should have had clear view 
such incident. Rather, testified, 
heard gunshot and saw flash com- 
ing from inside the Buick. 
said, split second saw hand- 
gun the hand James Bowden. 
believe that fired Officer 

The bizarre and flimsy shotgun charge 
against Winbush was, course, dis- 
missed out hand. But Internal Affairs 
managing ignore both the blatant in-

consistencies between the two cops’ 
stories and testimony that more 
than five seconds had passed before the 
shooting occurred (hardly enough time 
for all that driving back and forth have 
transpired) and that heard 
opposed the officers’ claims that they 
had shouted warnings before shooting) 
gave McKenna and Holland its seal 
approval. 

will all come Patricia Bowden 
had told the day after her husband 
was shot. truth will all come 
was that Mrs. Bowden contacted 
attorney Lawrence O’Donnell, who filed 
federal suit against the two cops, charg- 
ing violation James Bowden’s civil 
rights. Armed with wealth internal 
documents obtained through 
federal subpoenas, O’Donnell himself 
one-time police officer flamboyantly 
harangued six-person jury 1977 with 
his claim that Bowden was the victim 
police murder and The jury 
agreed, awarding Mrs. Bowden $250,000 
damages. The city appealed, the 
Circuit Court Appeals slapped the 
hands lawyers both sides and 
ordered new trial. And two months ago, 
the trial was repeated and the jury 
decision was precisely repeated well. 
This time Mrs. Bowden was awarded 
$250,000 plus six years’ worth interest, 
and Judge Arthur Garrity ordered the 
losing side the city pay O’Donnell 
additional $213,000 legal fee.

ruled any other way, given the weight 
the testimony.

They also repeated their contradictory 
testimony about the man with the shot- 
gun who had alighted from the Thunder- 
bird Holland saw him; McKenna never 
did but all the subsequent inquiries 
have established that there never was 
shotgun used the Cambridge holdup 
all, that the radio report had been error. 
(Winbush, course, was arrested and 
charged before that error had been 
cleared obvious and sloppy 
attempt, seems, make the charges 
and evidence fit the presumed facts the 
robbery.) Additionally, apparent error 
led the misidentification 
license-plate number the one the 
Cambridge getaway car, but such errors 
are difficult track down, because the 
entire tape-recording reports radioed 
out that day from the police-department 
turret curiously missing. The tape 
machine malfunctioned, police claim. 

Also, Elsie Pina, one co- 
workers City Hospital, testified that 
she was with him 2:30 that afternoon, 
when the Cambridge robbery occurred. 
The Homicide report said that Pina had 
told police investigators that she had seen 
Bowden p.m.; this, she now claims, 
lie. One definite truth, though, the 
medical report that Bowden 
was 5-feet-4 and 180 pounds short and 
fat, other words. Both 
been described witnesses 
noticeably tall and thin.

The next day, stenographer sat 
down transcribe the thing and dis- 
covered gaps the tape that blotted out 
the conspicuous contradictions between 
McKenna’s and Holland’s testimony. 

“There was cover-up which began 
immediately after the shooting, which 
involved the TPF officers lying about 
what they saw didn’t see, and involved 
the supervising officers, who were 
internalizing all the said Lawrence 
Jr., who helped his attorney 
father research the case and now writ- 
ing book about all. 

Certainly the police department never 
exhibited even trace interest 
resolving any the myriad questions, 
suspicions, and inconsistencies this case 
generated. has, instead, simply added 
them. After the first federal-court verdict; 
indeed, Police Commissioner 
Jordan told Globe reporter that despite 
the evidence unearthed the trial, 
had intention reopening the investi- 
gation. Jordan, after all, had served 
chairman the Firearms Discharge 
Review Board, and explained 
one evening Channel Ten 
News reporter Charles Bennett that 
was totally satisfied with the depart- 
findings this case because there 
was testimony contradicting the cops’ 
stories.

have fired inanimate targets and 
enjoyed it. for guns themselves, hope 
never have buy one, but do, will 
because the safety one’s person and 
the sanctity one’s home are becoming 
faded memories our society, and not 
because antelope are mugging people.

Further along the magazine, another 
contributor wrote about how his wife 
landed trophy antelope West Texas.

hunt, and finally paid off. and 
behold, she got record-book buck in,

The readers this magazine certainly 
know how have fun. wife and 
have yet antelope shooting. Given 
inflation and round the flu, 
even get movie. those rare occa- 
sions when can get restaurant, 
have never ordered antelope, and 
did, the boys Santarpio’s would not 
think very funny. 

One the last articles tells the reader 
what snake should bite his dog 
and concludes that keeping the dog quiet 
getting him veterinarian fast 
will greatly increase his chances sur- 
Sound advice, thought, and not 
unlike that you might follow your dog 
caught cold.

Putnam specialized apart- 
ment houses for the upper crust, 
and the upper crust was all over 
the Back Bay.

The Charles- 
gate Hotel continued attract 
ritzy clientele for decades, even 
after Putnam died, 1917. 

the 1920s, the apartment

study old Building 
Department records shows, how- 
ever, that even its heyday, the 
Charlesgate had problems. was 
cited repeatedly for lack fire 
precautions and for elevator 
violations. From 1918 1941, 
there were least four elevator 
accidents, including one which 
the hoist ropes broke, dropping 
the car with five ladies and the 
operator almost feet the first 
floor. But the 
patrons were hardy breed.

After World War II, the Back 
Bay began change, first imper- 
ceptibly and then drastically. 
Two- and four-year colleges 
started having growing pains 
returning veterans, financed 
the Bill, swarmed back 
school. 1947, Back Bay was 
slowly becoming refuge for stu- 
dents and transients univer- 
sities and their attendant busi- 
nesses bookstores, restaurants, 
bars spread haphazardly 
throughout the neighborhood.

November 1972, sold 
the Charlesgate for $475,000 
the recently organized Charles- 
gate Realty Trust, run 
Anthony and Shirley Wine.

most controversial owner 
Charlesgate’s history. 

Corea, now 56, professor 
psychology Emerson College, 
where also serves 
the psychology 
department. holds doctorate 
from and has been minister 
the Houghs Neck Congre- 
gational Church Quincy since 
the 1950s. 1967, Quincy poli- 
ticians named him the city’s 
housing authority. 1977, when 
left the authority, was seen 
critical tenants not pro- 
gressive minister but part 
Quincy’s protective political 
machine. 

Corea was more than 
teacher and minister; was also 
politician. And he’s business- 
man, too, one whose affiliations 
have either proven curious 
raised unanswered questions. His 
affiliations have ranged from 
Woburn dumping operation, 
architectural firm under 
investigation variety offi- 
cials, the management the 
Charlesgate. 

1939, family began 
careers sand- and gravel-haul- 
ing, dump-operating, and waste- 
burning operations centering 
Woburn, city whose marsh- 


lands and open spaces have been 
dangerously polluted more 
than 145 years dumping. 
one time, Peter Corea was both 
clerk and director Allstate 
Sand and Gravel, company run 
‘by his brother Russell. Allstate 
kept running into problems with 
public officials; its attorney, the 
late Nyman Kolodny, was spe- 
cial justice the Williamstown 
District Court and politically 
well-connected lawyer. 1965, 
the Allstate dump was closed 
court order. 

Another family enterprise was 
AEROC Co., Inc. that’s 
spelled backward 
which burned bargeloads trash 
near Boston Harbor islands. State 
records show that 
license was suspended 1968 
and again 1969 for the com- 
pany’s alleged failure remove 
barges. Both Allstate and 
AEROC were dissolved 
December 1974. then, Peter 
Corea had other business ven- 
tures his mind. 

1971, had organized the 
Chandler School Corp. take 
over the Chandler School for 
Women, then one the city’s 
oldest secretarial schools. But the 
fall 1974, the school was closed 
down, much the surprise its 
teachers and students. the time, 
the press was unable reach Corea 
for comment; this would become 
pattern. Instead, sent out press 
release indicating that his corpor- 
ation turn its interests new 
directions during the coming 
already had, one student said; the 
new program, she said, seemed

Whatever his. new plans were, 
they did not appear work- 
ing out very well.

new business ventures and mort- 
gage deals. July 18, 1975, 
Corea organized Chandler School 
Properties with Robert Mar- 
dirosian, now Belmont, 
former assistant district attorney 
for Middlesex County. Mar- 
dirosian was practicing law 
Watertown, and early that 
same year had organized real- 
estate trust with his wife and 
associate, Petros Palandjian. 


Both Mardirosian and Paland- 
jian also were associated with one 
the most controversial archi- 
tectural firms Massachusetts, 
Robert Charles Associates, spe- 
cifically one its affiliates, 
Boston East Corp., both 
Saratoga St., East Boston. Robert 
Charles and its affiliates were 
politically well-connected firms 
that got lot state and local 
contracts, especially for housing 
developments, the 1960s and 
office Massachusetts and the 
Bristol County district 
office are investigating Robert 
Charles Associates; the Ward 
Commission (the Special Com- 
mission Concerning State and 


County Buildings) has also 
looked into the company’s busi- 


dealings. 


Peter Corea was trustee 
Boston East Corporation, 
Robert Charles affiliate that was 
cited 1977 city officials for 
illegally dumping garbage and 
rubbish vacant lot East 
Boston. Corea certainly seemed 
very busy. was still managing 
the Charlesgate, too, for his 
association with Mardirosian had 
paid off. 

October 1975, three 
months after and Mardirosian 
had organized Chandler School 
Properties, the two them 
organized yet another firm, 
Marcor Associates Inc., and 
the end that year, they had 
raised enough money get 
Charlesgate back from the Wines 
and BU. 

First, Mardirosian got 
$65,000 mortgage from Adam 
Hart Hingham and Thomas 
Comperchio Boston. Both 
names are very interesting. 

1955, Adam Hart 
Quincy was arrested and con- 
victed registering bets. 1963, 
Governor Endicott Peabody 
named Hart the state Board 
Real Estate Brokers, but Hart was 
rejected because his 1955 con- 
viction. police source and 
relative said that Hart 
had moved the Cape. The 


Phoenix was unable reach him 


either the South Shore the 
Cape. 

1966, Sterlino Comperchio, 
alias Tommy Adams, Quincy 
was jailed for extortion and loan- 
sharking. Comperchio used 
collect, the same police source 
said, with big German Shep- 
herd. loyal was the dog that 
stayed with Comperchio when 
was arrested. The Phoenix could 
not track him down, either. 

Were the Adam Hart and the 
Thomas Comperchio who lent 
money Mardirosian the con- 
victed bookie and loanshark? 
Were they related? Were they 
totally different people? The 
Phoenix called Mardirosian ask 
these and other questions. 

Mardirosian insisted that 
was associated with Corea only 
for very short time. About one 
year after the time (the Charles- 
gate) was purchased, got 
denied the accuracy public 
records indicating that was 
involved longer than that. 
recalled Corea’s approaching him 
after had foreclosed 
Charlesgate, February 1975. 

and said had money, but 
that could regain the prop- 
erty, could become his partner 


Mardirosian said. 
felt BU’s entry was illegal and 
that repaid them, could 
regain the property. got the 
money repay them, and 
became partner. year so, 
felt things going right, 


with back far 1976.” 

Mardirosian said that 
invested any money the 
Charlesgate, but that did get 
some money when was sold. 
agreed that the Charlesgate was 
rooming lodging house. 
think most them were stu- 
dents. When went in, there 
were all kinds people 
couldn’t get out and who 
pay their rent.” 

Mardirosian said has known 
Corea for years and thinks was 
through the Boston East Corp., 
the Robert Charles affiliate, that 
they had met. wheeler- 
seem making money. 
playing big game with 
capital. Just like Boston East 
not enough capital. took per- 
centage without fee there and 
turned around and found the per- 
centage diluted.” 

When the Phoenix mentioned 
the Hart-Comperchio mortgage, 
Mardirosian said, never met 
those How does one get 
$65,000 mortgage from strang- 
ers? was money Corea had 
Mardirosian said 
was just straw ... conduit 
for the money.” 
dealings, the real owner 
property can legally use another 
record. 

When mentioned the 
similarities between the names 
the two lenders and those the 
convicted bookmaker and loan- 
shark, Mardirosian said, never 
met them, and don’t know who 
they are, and you print any- 
thing, hope print that.” 

With the $65,000, Marcor 
Associates (Mardirosian and 
Corea) then obtained two mort- 
gages, one $275,000 from 
Metrobank Norfolk County 
and another $100,000 from 
Carl Awed Quincy. Here are 
two more interesting names. 

1961, Carl Awed, Quincy 
druggist, pleaded guilty sell- 
ing dangerous drugs (sleeping 
pills, tranquilizers, and pep pills) 
without prescriptions Wol- 
laston and Dorchester. was 
fined $1500 and placed proba- 
tion for two years.

Fortunately for Bellotti, there evi- 
dence linking him the alleged bribery 
scheme, which would seem classic case 
public selling out gener- 
ous entrepreneurs. And there are 
indications that Bellotti was aware 
his clients, Daniel Shields and William 
Hardin (the first whom will chief 
witness against Burke), did fact agree 
pay Burke $25,000 order pur- 
chase for themselves monopoly fu- 
ture Essex County construction con- 
tracts. tinal report the Ward Com- 
mission (which Bellotti, commission 
member, declined sign) quite ex- 
plicit these points. 


Unfortunately for Bellotti, was, 


perhaps unwittingly, instrumental 
clearing Harding and Shields’s way the 
contract they themselves have said they 
bought. have run with such folks 
not the best thing for elected official 
these days especially when the official 
happens the chief law-enforcement 
officer the Commonwealth. 

The Essex County district 
office has declined comment the mat- 
ter. But the case bears careful scrutiny, 
not merely because provides new 
locus for allegations corruption, but 
because reveals the dangers inherent 
that most primitive political acts 
helping your friends.

PCM. 

Among their interests was business 
from Essex County. Shields testified 
the Ward Commission that they prom- 
ised Burke $25,000 exchange for 
Essex County contract worth approxi- 
mately $340,000. Shields also told the 
commission that $7000 was given 
Burke money between 
November 1973 and January 1974, 
with the rest come upon delivery the 
contracts. 

From the start, there was less PCM 
than met the eye. The Ward Commission 
had operating staff. had arranged 
that the actual work Essex County was 
done another firm, Slaydek 
Associates. fact, according reliable 


rom 1969 through 1972, Harding

from Slaydek. 

There was hitch the PCM-Burke 
plan. was understood most quarters 
that county had legal right hire its 
own design firm; this task was supposed 
left the state Bureau Building 
Construction.

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Shields had bought approval, 
they have testified, they still would have 
needed prestigious lawyer who could 
convince Burke’s two colleagues the 
county commission that engaging PCM 
was proper and legal.

According all that 
observed, read, was told, the 
Salem system has scored remark- 
able successes with extremely 
difficult children. The case 12- 
year-old Sally, which Hartmann 
has written about for medical 
journal, graphically typical. 
Sally was removed from her 
parents the age three, 
because severe, abuse. 
younger sibling had recently died 
starvation. She was hospital- 
ized and then sent through long 
series foster homes and institu- 
tions. She was diagnosed 
hyperactive and. possibly 
retarded, and placed Ritalin 
control her behavior. When Sally 
atrived Salem, last year, she 
still had her baby teeth, was 
unusually small for her age, and 
normal exercises such 
running swimming. She was 
totally illiterate. State authorities 
informed Salem that she could 
not managed without Ritalin 
other drugs. 

Sally was taken off drugs the 
day she arrived Salem and put 
the natural-foods diet. The 
hyperactivity rapidly receded, 
and within week she had settled 
level activity normal for 
her age. Over the past year she 
has grown six inches, her adult 
teeth have come in, and she 
swims and runs competitively. 
Sally sixth grade the local 
Rumney School and tests above 
her grade level. 

heard this story before visit- 
ing Salem three days before 
Christmas. During the Christ- 
mas party that night, looked 
around the noisy room, trying 
figure out just who this Sally 
might be. Thom Hartmann 
quietly indicated laughing girl 
boastfully telling story two 
older children. There was slight 
sallowness her skin, but 
other indications tough times.

bay leaf, center stem removed and 
crushed; 

can (35 ounces) Italian-style plum 
tomatoes; 

large clove garlic, crushed; 

cups homemade stock; 

cup elbow macaroni; 

cups freshly grated Parmesan, 
asiago, pepato cheese. 

Heat the oil large flameproof cas- 
serole and add the chopped prosciutto 
ham and the onion. Cook them over 
very low heat for five minutes until the 
onion soft but not brown. Add the 
ground beef, turn the heat slightly, 
and cook the meat until completely 
broken up, stirring occasionally. 

Tip the meat-and-onion mixture one 


side the casserole and spoon off all the 
fat and liquid. 

Add the celery, carrots, and wine and 
stir well while the liquid comes boil. 
Taste for saltiness (the prosciutto may 
have added enough salt) and season with 
salt and pepper, taste. 

Stir the allspice, nutmeg, marjoram, 
basil, parsley, bay leaf, and tomatoes, 
crushing the tomatoes you add them 
the pot. 

Bring the contents the pot boil, 
add the garlic and stock, and return the 
mixture boiling. Set the cover askew 
and lower the heat. Simmer the soup for 
one hour. 

Ten minutes before the soup done, 
bring large saucepan water boil 


and add the macaroni. Simmer the pasta 
for five minutes, then drain it. 

pasta the soup and con- 
tinue cooking for another five min- 
utes. 

you are going wait longer than one 
hour before serving the soup, use addi- 
tional stock water thin its orig- 
inal consistency. Return the boil and 
simmer another five minutes. 

Ladle the soup into bowls and sprinkle 
some grated cheese. Pass garlic bread 
separately.

brisk game tennis promises 


prolonged life, just visit church 
once offered eternity. Every religion 
needs its theologians, and turn 
sports interpret for the mys- 
muscles and sweat. This most 
paradoxical occupations employing 
words describe wordless motion pro- 
vokes the widest possible diversity 
voices. This winter, three authors address 
three strikingly different ways the 
world American sports and games. 
will call them the Cowboy, the Reporter, 
and the Professor. 


The Cowboy 

The book jacket shows the Cowboy 
squinting into the Western light, wear- 
ing rodeo shirt and Stetson. 
His face grooved long exposure 
sun and wind; has paunch, you 
can sure it’s leathery and hard 
football. The Cowboy Thomas 
McGuane, author Outside Chance: 
Essays (Farrar, Straus and 
Giroux, 243 pp., $10.95). Like most cow- 
boys, this one packs gun; is, his 
own testimony, deadeye shot: 
looked through the scope the antelope 
was 200 yards out, using the country 
bounds. tracked with him, let him 
bounce into the reticle, and touched 
off shot. was down and 
The Cowboy then eviscerates the animal, 
gory operation performed and retold 
with the dispassionate precision 
coroner. When the carcass clean, the 
Cowboy rests his haunches, 


his bloodied arms, and 


reflects, goddamned serious, and 
you had better always remember that.” 


BOSTON AFTER 


-Born and raised hunter, has just 


celebrated the oldest man’s sacra- 
ments: the taking animal life. 

Here, then, one approach the 
sporting life, return the wilderness, 
where personal grit can tested against 
the most elemental forces. 
case, this accomplished moving 
ranch the Montana foothills, cold and 
barren enough demand hard work 
from hardened hearts. But while listen- 
ing for the call the. wild, the Cowboy 
escape the clamor civilization. 
accomplished novelist (The Bushwacked 
Piano, Ninéty-Two the Shade) and 
screenplay writer, indebted the 
whim million city readers for his 
livelihood. Even Montana, finds the 
blue light his televison set compel- 
ling the sun stars. The essays 
Outside Chance reveal that the Cowboy, 
when removes his spurs, enjoys 
sophisticated range interests, includ- 
ing fishing (he owned, for time, the 
world’s record for snapper), motor- 
cycling, and golf. 

McGuane bemused the irony 
his situation, and his macho image 
undercut steady current self- 
mockery. The Cowboy knows that cow- 
boys are dying breed, and deathbed 


jokes (like gallows humor) are 


last resort. When buys motorcycle, 
suddenly looks and mean and 
wheels home, where “it slowly but 
quite determinedly toppled over the 
mud, with me, gnashing, top 
Caught blizzard Yellowstone 
Valley, wonders why isn’t his 
living room watching the Colts and 
Dolphins play, and tries remember

McGuane loves the roll and bite 
technical vocabulary, for had 
haye all your terms straight male self- 
respect was survive hostile 
But his. professional jargon never 
defined; these essays are best perused 
insiders. course, sports itself the 
science reading signs spoors the 
snow, minute changes ocean current, 
the telegraphy third-base 
flickering hands and learning 
decipher the secret code can mean success 
failure not life death. its high- 
est level, sports for the Cowboy becomes 
the hieroglyphic key heaven: 
teaches about horses, cattle and eter- 
His enthusiasm contagious, and 
when has under his spell his 
language turns clear virgin-spring 
water, the unfamiliar terminology 
prickling like natural carbonation 
slides effortlessly down the gullet.

The Reporter 

The Reporter exchanges, his book 
jacket, rustic garb for the 
trappings suburban squire: 
manicured beard, white shirt rolled 
the elbows, sunglasses perched jauntily 
atop the head. Unlike McGuane, John 
Mitchell, his thoughtful, anecdotal 
study the American hunter, The Hunt 
(Knopf, 243 pp., $11.95), largely con- 
tent describe the exploits others. 
Traveling from Michigan’s Upper 
Peninsula Montana’s Gallatin Divide 
(where the Cowboy roams) the jagged 


ice floes Alaska, uncovers aston- 
ishing variety hunters. Mitchell 
divides them into three groups: the meat 
hunters, who kill fill their bellies; the 
naturalists, who search for the meaning 
life the ageless patterns predator 
and prey; and the recreationists, who 
hunt for the fun it. the flesh, these 
types ludicrous extremes. For 
example, there the fellow Mitchell 
encountered near Lake County, 
Michigan, patiently propped folding 
alum‘num lounge chair with .30/.30 
his lap and waiting for some other hunter 
unwittingly flush deer into his real- 
life version Asteroids. But Mitchell 
also tells the legendary Man from the 
West, who can found running buck- 
naked through the Michigan brush hunt- 
ing for bear, homemade spear his only 
weapon. Most American hunters fall 
somewhere between the atavist and the 
armchair like characters from The 
Deer Hunter, they toil steel mills 
coal mines for weeks each year, and 
the remaining two aborigine with 
20th-century technology their side. 
Just matter has anti-matter, every 
hunter has anti-hunter, someone out 
block his shot. The Reporter presents 
the arguments for both sides, but 
obviously stands with the hunters. 
points out that most are carnivores 
our front teeth, after all, 
designed for toothpaste ads, but for tear- 
ing and shredding flesh. The real 
question how obtain our meat: first- 
hand, the end lengthy chain 
forged middlemen and merchants, 
pesticidal and plastic wrap. are 
reminded well that hunting deeply 
embedded the American psyche. This 
the land Davy Crockett, who killed 
bear when was only three, and Sitting 
Bull, who proclaimed, the buffalo 
are gone, will hunt mice, for are 
hunters and want our freedom.” 
The Hunt skillfully evokes the fron- 
tier values the men who fill its pages. 
The Reporter has pleasantly brambled 
style, had abandoned his type- 
writer the forest for while and 
returned find his chapters woven from 
bark, branches, and animal skins. 
Strangely, though, the end the 
Reporter belies his heritage. The book 
concludes with Mitchell hiding blind, 
buck quivering his rifle’s crosshairs, 
its luminous brown eyes shining into his 
own. His finger the trigger: 
touch ice. pounding the temples, 
sound drums inside the heart. Easy 
now. Easy. Use right. right. 
But the Reporter pauses, ponder 
repent, and then lowers his rifle. His 
thirst for blood com- 
passion. thinks too much kill. 


The Professor 
The Professor beams from his 
book jacket, friendly visitor from the 
realm the intellect. wears jacket, 
tie, and pin-striped shirt, the uniform 
civilized man. The Professor has 
personal history recount, nor 
scribe for the blood lust others.

lege. was rhetorical question, 
course, the literati who had gathered 
discuss and Profits: The Poli- 
tics Literature Corporate America.” 
Author/editor Morrison was referring 
the changes the literary marketplace, 
which have resulted editors becoming 
acquisitors rather than refiners manu- 
scripts, and bookstores becoming bou- 
tiques for best-sellers rather than show- 
cases for literary quality. 

The politics literature means the 
confluence money, aesthetics, 
and writing. But for those the confer- 
ence, also meant such pragmatic issues 
promotion, distribution, the size 
publishing houses, and the rela- 
tionship his readership. The panel dis- 
cussions and questions from the audi- 
ences revealed economics the primary 
concern. Writers, aided small-press 
representatives, battled politely with edi- 
tors and agents, who seemed least worried 
about the future publishing. Princess 
Daisy was invoked most often exem- 
plifying the schlock novel. Saul Bellow 
was the favorite example author 
whose books sell but aren’t read. And 
The World According Garp was cited 
serious novel that happened sell 
well. Everyone had favorite author 
book that have sold better than 
did. 

“Is there room for the serious novel?” 
the writers seemed asking. 

the editors and agents replied. 
“As long makes money. all 
better off book makes money. 
don’t talk about collections short 
stories poems. They 

Isolated reports the changes 
publishing have appeared recent years, 
but two series articles the New 
Yorker and the New York Times during 
the fall documented the more fearsome 
aspects conglomerate publishing 
houses, the power bookstore chains, 
and the million-dollar sums now paid 
editors for popular novels. Such public 
meetings the Bard conference and 
recent panel discussion Cambridge 
“The Blockbuster Complex” have pro- 
vided forum for literati and civilian 
book buyers hear more opinions, but 
few participants agree what the 
problem what about it. 

Toni Morrison, who works Random 
House, succinctly stated the primary aim 
any publisher: remain 
Even counting the occasional block- 
buster that sells hundreds thousands 
copies, most publishers net small prof- 
its. Seventy percent all books 
published lose money. Publishers buy 
going sell, not necessarily books 
distinction. 

Major changes book publishing 
have transformed forever from the gen- 
teel profession where one could sur- 
rounded books instead gadgets. The 
non-literary books, i.e., the large sellers 
non-fiction and genre fiction, sup- 
ported the literary fiction. Other editors 
attending the conference implied this 
arrangement still obtains today, though

During the panel discussions and 
informal conversations, the agents, 
publishers, and editors emphasized one 
fact about publishing. business 
that mixes business and 
stated Jim Landis, editorial director 
William Morrow. business from 
beginning end. you don’t make 
money, you disappear.” 

Ironically, the publishers view their 
influence book’s success rela- 
tively minor; they see bookstores exer- 
cising major control over book sales. 
Such big chains Waldenbooks and 
Dalton can place orders independent 
store small chain can even approach. 
Most the big-chain branch stores are 
located shopping malls, where rents are 
exorbitant and impulse purchasing the 
key meeting the overhead. These 
chains’ fast-food approach books 
demands large volume, high turnover, 
and flashy displays. The book serious 
fiction, which may linger rack too 
French fries. 

Granted, the chains have provided 


service making books accessible 
those who wouldn’t otherwise buy them. 
But they may doing disservice 
literature. Like the once-genteel profes- 
sion publishing, the notion public 
artistic responsibility may vanishing 
with the value the dollar.

used all sides during the conference. 

The chains’ influence now extends 
beyond the merchandising books that 
arrive their loading dock. Their repre- 
sentatives meet with publishers 
express enthusiasm for indifference 
forthcoming titles; this response directly 
influences the degree publisher confi- 
dence and backing. Richard Marek, 
the publishing house bearing his name, 
stated Cambridge few weeks ago that 
the biggest boost could give new 
book was not large advertis- 
ing budget, but rather have lunches 
with all the representatives the book 
clubs and book chains. 

The editor’s responsibilities, too, have 
changed from the days when Maxwell 
Perkins polished the manu- 
scripts Scott Fitzgerald line-by-line 
and cultivated young writers. The key 
editorial function now acquisitions: the 


buying literary properties; manu- 
script editing left copy editors. Geof- 
frey Wolff, author The Duke 
Deception, explained the uneasiness 
felt after sending the final draft 
manuscript the acquisitions editor who 
had overseen the project from the begin- 
ning. After the acquisitions editor had 
given his general impressions the 
book, was sent stranger, copy 
editor whom Wolff never met but who 
infuriated him with overly aggressive 
and insensitive blue-penciling the 
manuscript. 

The representatives several small 
magazines and presses were optimistic 
about their role the publishing fic- 
tion and poetry, asserting that the future 
literary publishing lies with the small 
presses. The literary agents and editors 
the large houses tacitly agreed that 
alternative means publication may 
appropriate for some books. The prob- 
lem determining, before publication, 
whether book would better off with 
small press large house. sale 
4000 copies for Random 
House, but profitable success for 
small press, where library sales alone can 
meet the costs production. Phil 
Zuckerman, Apple-Wood Press 
Newton, and others stated clearly that 
they neither envisioned their small 
presses swelling into Doubledays nor 
desired it. Some such presses serve 
particular constituency: Shamal Books, 
for example, publishes poets Afri- 
can/Caribbean-American descent. 
general, including R.D. Skillings’s 
town Stories and Richard Elman’s book 
the revolution Nicaragua, Cocktails 

For both the large houses and small 
presses, distribution critical. Rave 
reviews don’t guarantee successful sales, 
but poor distribution certainly precludes 


them. Given the number excellent 


bookstores Boston and Cambridge, 
may hard imagine in-print book 
being difficult locate. But the title 
older the author isn’t well 
known, the book was published 
small press, special order may take five 
six weeks arrive. 

The agents and large-house editors 
predicted the next major change would 
distribution perhaps some form 
computerized ordering that any book 
could delivered from regional ware- 
house two days.

Sportsmen and Gamesmen (Houghton 
Mifflin, 350 pp., $15) recounts, with 
admirable scholarship, the sports war 
waged the 19th century the New 
World against the Old, which the 
European ideals good manners and 
playing the rules were soundly 
trounced the new American virtues 
technical skill, stamina, and winning 
all costs. 

Among the most courageous soldiers 
this second War Independence were 
John Cox Stevens, who outsailed the 


‘finest ships the British fleet with his 


yacht, America; Richard Ten Broeck, 


whose stable Southern thoroughbreds 
outran the cream English horses; and 
John Heenan, boxer promoted 
alligator, half horse and bit snap- 
ping who fought the English 
barefisted champion bloody, 41- 
round draw. America’s greatest triumph 
came, however, from the eccentric chess 
prodigy, Paul Morphy. the age 20, 
this upstart from New Orleans had 
revolutionized the favorite pastime the 
aristocracy. Here was American 
democrat capturing castles and queens, 
and symbolically succeeding regicide!

claims, think, exclude the testimony 
McGuane and Mitchell. While the Pro- 
fessor tracks down enticing theories, the 
Cowboy participates rituals far older 
than science, and the twilit quiet the 
Michigan woods, the Reporter ferrets out 
the trail the Man from the West, the 
wild man residing all us. 
American sports, conclude from 
these books, subject broad

The Cowboy, the Reporter, and the Pro- 
fessor avoid exploring this middle 
ground; that task left you and me. 
Despite the momentary interest these 
books generate, difficult see why 
anyone would buy them, when the pur- 
chase price can invested instead 
new pair Adidases couple Red 
Sox tickets.

ainer Werner Fassbinder 
his career point-blank 
sincerity, but his preface The 
Third Generation probably packs more 
sarcasm per frame than anything re- 
cent memory. more, the two 
hours that follow full} justify the fan- 
fare. Using fast cuts, swooping cameras, 
and multiple tracks sound, Fass- 
binder delivers the fun and games with 
mordant wit and breakneck pace. And 
what could more perfect than wed- 
ding anarchic film style movie 
about anarchic terrorists? But wait. Par- 
lor games about terrorists? Fairy tales? 
accustomed seeing yester- 


day’s headlines enacted sober-faced 
docudramas, but comedy about terror- 
ism may strike strange, not 
horrifyingly flip. Fassbinder’s ridicule, 
however, clearly aimed the Baader- 
Meinhof Gang, and it’s doubtful whe- 
ther the gang’s story could done jus- 
tice 90-minute Movie the Week. 
Ulrike Meinhof was writer for the left- 
ist monthly Konkret, Andreas Baader 
former SDS member serving time for 
bombing department store. The two met 
during interview conducted pri- 
son; two years later, she masterminded 
his escape, and Baader-Meinhof was 
born. The spree robberies, kidnap- 
ings, and assassinations that followed 
all the name war against bourgeois 
led Time magazine, 1972, 
nickname the two “Bonnie und 
German intellectuals like Heinrich Boell 
were initially sympathetic, seeing them 
couple romantic, somewhat mis- 
guided, idealists. Meanwhile, Willy 
Brandt and Helmut Schmidt kept warn- 
ing the country not overreact with

leaders were captured late but 
other gang members continued perpe- 
trate the murder and mayhem, and the 
trial dominated the headlines. The

ohn Harbison’s Violin Concerto must 

have been the most eagerly antici- 

pated new work the season. When 

was the last time people came 
classical concert hear the newest piece?

They poured into Emmanuel 
Church for this premiere (January 24), 
among them some the most important 
musicians the area who were not 
actually playing themselves. don’t 
know it’s going good one 
remarked, feel it’s historic occa- 

Lately, Harbison, 42, has been 
having run success. His Piano Con- 
certo (1980) won the Kennedy Center 
Friedheim Prize for new composition, 
and recording will soon released 
CRI. His 1979 one-act Yeats opera, 
Full Moon March, has already been 
given twice Boston and also Tangle- 
wood the Musica Viva. 
earlier opera, Tale (after Shake- 
speare), was finally performed 1979, 
San Francisco. His Wind Quintet, played 
Longy the Emmanuel Wind Quin- 
tet (whose members were part the 
Violin Concerto orchestra), was one 
the most memorable chamber-music per- 
formances 1980. Last fall, the BSO 
announced that Harbison was one 
the composers honored with Cen- 
tennial commission. 

The Violin Concerto dedicated

The 1978 Best collection, 
while imperfect, shows off some 
his strengths, and many 
ways essential record for 
understanding the evolution 
and compromises inherent 
black music.

hard tell whether con- 
veying such bottom-of-the-bar- 
rel banalities was actually Slade’s 
object merely occasion for 
fabricating But what- 
ever its genesis, Tribute might 
have squeezed had not been 
burdened with lead perform- 


ance that, like block con- 
crete, yanks the whole mess the 
bottom, leaving only bubbles and 
oil slick mark the spot. 


How can startled the 
climactic when Lem- 
mon has been madly signaling 
for more than hour? 
puts every twist and twitch 
Scottie’s self-hatred right the 
surface, and his isn’t funda- 
mentally wrong-headed per- 
formance, it’s least phenome- 
nally overscaled. Some reviewers 
the film have plausibly sug- 
gested that Lemmon simply 
reproduced, screen, the por- 
trayal developed Broadway 
that just neglected tone 
down for this more intimate 
medium.
